Province Urged To Reduce 
Cost of Hail Insurance

District News 


(BY JIM BISHOP) 

The Provincial Government has 
been asked by the directors of the 
Alberta Hall Suppression Associa¬ 
tion to change the basis of setting 
hail insurance rates to directly re¬ 
flect the reduction of hall as a ra- 
sult of cloud seeding. 

During the 10-year period 1945- 
54 the Alberta Hall Insurance Bo¬ 
ard averaged a 20 cent loss per 
acre on every acre in the area on 
the area insured for $10,000. 

During the past six years they 
have shown a very respectable pro¬ 
fit even including 1959 in which 
the approach of late seeding used 
only demonstrated how not to-op¬ 
erate this type of program. Ex¬ 
cluding the five years when very 
early seeding was practised the 
board averaged a 25 per cent prof¬ 
it instead of a 12% per cent loss or 
an average, gain of over 1-3 of the 
average paid premium of 16 per 
cent To return this to the farmers 
who made it possible, it has been 
suggested rates be set each year at 
four per cent basic premium, re¬ 
presenting costs of operation, plus 
loss to risk ratio established *each 
year. The present rate 1 ceiling to 
be maintained and used as a basis 
for • pro-rata reduction—20 per 
cent rates being reduced faster 
than lower rates to equalize at 6 
per cent. 

•PAST SIX YEARS 
Applying' this method to the 
past six years, experimental both 
as to equipment and methods, we 
find the Hail Board would have 
loaf no more than normal and far¬ 
mers insuring for $10 per acre 
would have had rebated over $2 
per acre on 16 per cent rates— 
more on higher rates- less on lo¬ 
wer, but more than the total cost 
of Hail Suppression. Considerable 
crop saved and money in pocket 
This average is a conservative 
figure since in comparative years 
of loss over the province the bo¬ 
ard lost a great deal more in past 
years. Under this method 1961 in¬ 
surance rates would have been 6% 
percent, 1958—4.6 percent. 

The future probably holds a gr¬ 
eat deal more promise now the 
experimental period is over and 
more control can be expected. 

This Is not accidental as we 
find by reviewing the papers sub¬ 
mitted to the fall Research Coun¬ 
cil meeting by Dr. Douglas and 
Dr. Hitchfeld of McGill University 
that basically they agree with Dr. 
Krick’s theories. On this same pre- 
mis the Argentine government is 
now preparing to commence exper¬ 
imental cloud seeding for hail con¬ 
trol.

rejection of cloudseedlng on the 
output of inadequate propane gen- 
orators. These were rejected by 
the Krlck group while they were 
still experimenting at the Califor¬ 
nia Institute of Technology, where 
the present coke generator was 
developed with an efficiency of 
several hundred times that of the 
propane equipment. 

This and the type aircraft gen¬ 
erator developed the last few 
years make attainable the volume 
recognized as necessary by our 
Research Council to combat hail, 
a level they suggest Is unattain¬ 
able. 

ELECTRIC GENERATORS 

The new electric generator test¬ 
ed during the past two years held 
promise of still greater potential. 
A paper from Russia recently pub¬ 
lished in America ' on their new 
electric generator similar to that 
developed by Krick Associates sup¬ 
ports this statement. 

.Shades of the cold war The pub¬ 
lic have real reason for concern 
over the roadblocks in the Re¬ 
search council that are selling us 
down the river. Two of the lead¬ 
ing men in the Alberta Research 
Council told us last Feb.28th the 
Research Council was in effect 
helpless to act constructively be¬ 
cause of the very real annd very 
deepseated personality problems of 
the men at the head of the Me¬ 
teorological Department and their 
advisors. These men have a lot to 
answer for.

IT SHALL NOT BE LAWFUL FOR ANY CHILD 
UNDER THE AGE OF SIXTEEN (16) YEARS TO 
BE ON ANY STREET OR PUBLIC PLACE AFTER 
THE HOUR OF 9:00 P.M. UNLESS ACCOMPANIED 
BY A PARENT OR GUARDIAN (over 21 years), 

And that the parent or guardian legally responsible 
for any such child shall be liable to the penalty pre¬ 
scribed by By-law No. 329 of the Town of Vulcan and 
amendments thereto. 

But that all children will be permitted to go to meet¬ 
ings of children’s organizations, (these are the only 
exceptions) provided that should these functions ex¬ 
tend beyond 9:00 p.m., the person in charge must 
notify the police and arrangements will then be made.
